Sound of a 
Distant Bandwagon? 


It seems only yesterday that Mr. Harry Wood- 
ring, pink-of-face and jovial, was in our midst, 
confident and strong in his mission to save the 
nation from Mr. Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

He was the leader of the crusade and, he confided, all he wanted 
out of it was a cabinet position.

We Should Return to War Aims 
With Which We Entered F ight 


On Sunday evening the Sovict commissar of foreign affairs, 
Mr. Molotoff, held a press conference, an all but unique event. 
He announced that the Red army had crossed the Prut river and 
gave solemn assurance that the Soviet Union sought neither terri- 
tory in Rumania nor the alteration of the existing social structure. 
rhis is an announcement of first-rate significance, for Europe has 
wavered as the Soviet Union has advanced. 

The question was: Are Soviet war aims limited or unlimited? 
T suggest that, of all the Allies, the Soviet war aims are the most 
limited. They are to drive out the German invader and establish 
permanently the Russian borders of 1940. 

What Soviet peace aims may be are another matter. But it is 
a mistake to confuse war aims and peace aims—the objectives for 
Which a war is fought, with the principles upon which peace can 
be established. War and- peace are opposites. War is conflict. 
Peace is agreement. Wars are thus more likely to be followed by 
lasting peace if they are waged for limited objectives: Wars waged 
for unlimited objectives are bound to be immensely protracted. 
They endure until one side or the other is utterly exhausted, and 
what usually follows is a truce lasting only until the defeated has 
had time to recover and find new allies. 

Among wars for limited objectives we may count the wars for 
independence or for national consolidation, such as the American 
Revolutionary War. Its object was to compel Britain to relin- 
quish sovereignty over what was to become the United States. Its 
aim was not to destroy the British Empire. It was followed by 
another war within a generation over the issue of the freedom of 
the seas, since when Britain and America have lived in perpetual 
peace. 


SAFE FOR DEMOCRACY The first World War established 


under a slogan an unlimited ob- 
jective. It was ‘“‘to make the world safe for democracy.” In 
that phrase a peace aim was confused with a war aim. A grandiose 
project for world organization in the League of Nations was project- 
ed, while the belligerents constantly expanded their original war 
aims. At the end of the war these expanding claims were in such 
conflict, even among the Allies, that it was impossible to make 
a League of Nations which would function. Instead of destroying 
the obstacles to peace, innumerable new ones had been created. 
The vanquished felt the aim of a “world safe for democracy” had 
been abandoned, while the overlapping claims of the victors were 
the source of dissatisfactions and new alliances. 

The original Franco-British objective in this war was to set 
a definite limit to German expansion. 

But Hitler’s war aims were illimitable. Thus he was never able 
to build a real coalition, for his aims were in conflict with those 
of Italy. He intended by war to dominate the European peninsula 
as a basis from which to break Russia, annex at least the Ukraine, 
and become master of Eurasia and beyond it of anything he 
could get. 

This war aim was also incompatible with his peace aim of the 
New Order. Europe would not accept domination and inequality, 
so even in the subjected nations the war passed into the phase of 


guerrilla resistance. 
PEACE OBJECTIVES A year and a half after this war be- 
gan it was still pessible to define its 
European objectives. They were to force Germany back to the 
borders of 1937; compel Germany to liquidate a regime which had 
thrown Europe and the world into panic; and return to the family 
of nations, due reparation having been made for the terrible damage 
done and satisfactory evidence being forthcoming that Germany 
was prepared to abandon aggression. As late as the spring of 1941, 
these were the war aims of Mr. Churchill in Europe. 

They were not peace aims. It was obvious that Europe would 
have to be reconstructed against future internal aggressions. Among 
Europeans of all nationalities there were many concepts for reor- 
ganization, most of, them embracing programs of federalism to 
supplant dubious alliances, futile neutralities, and the temptation 
to aggression caused by the existence of relatively defenseless 
states. This phase of the war was notable for its rationalism. War 
aims and peace aims were separated, and were compatible with 
each other. 

The confusion now reigning is that we are trying to create the 
peace by the war. But peace is the result of a pence policy, and 
war only the means of destroying the obstacles to it. 

It is increasingly clear that the Soviets see this. 
ducting a war for definite national objectives. Not once have they 
uttered war aims beyond those objectives. They are, in fact, waging 
a more conservative war than the Allies. What they will do in 
peace is another matter—but it belongs to the peace. 

And I believe we would get this war over*much quicker, and 
have an infinitely greater promise of lasting peace, if we would 
return to the war aims with which it began.
